•" WARNING ISSUED 

With the approach of the Christ¬ 
mas season, custom officials are re¬ 
minding the public that the importa¬ 
tion of Christmas greeting cards, 
Christmas seals, bridge tallies and 
other printed and lithographical mat¬ 
ter of a similar nature is prohibited 
according to Canadian law, unless the 
goods show thereon the country of 
production. Importations that do not 
comply with this regulation are sub¬ 
ject to an entry penalty of 10 per 
cent in addition to the regular duty 
of 22bi per cent., and will not be re¬ 
leased until they have all the neces¬ 
sary .markings which must be made 
by the importer under customs super¬ 
vision. Envelopes brought into the 
country are subject to a tax of 35 per 
cent, and in the use of a mixed con¬ 
signment of Christmas cards and en¬ 
velopes the higher duty of 35 per 
cent., will be levied. 

“DON’T DODGE IT” 

Debt is a Kbrrid thing—a monster 
whose presence can make a life mis¬ 
erable and unhappy. It has been so 
easy to make purchases and say 
"charge it.” The future is always 
hopeful and to leave obligations to be 
met at a future time is sometimes 
necessary but in the great majority 
of cases quite unnecessary. It is not 
fair to any tradesman to keep him 
waiting for his money and the price 
of his goods must give him a margin 
large enough to carry unpaid debts. 
It all comes back on the consumer in 
the end. The chain stores that de¬ 
mand cash on receipt of goods are 
able to eliminate the margin that the 
independent retailer must carry. 
These stores are also teaching house¬ 
wives the beauty of “pay as you go.” 
Then, too, one learns to buy more dis 
creetly and sensibly if hard cash en¬ 
ters concretely into the transaction. 
Especially now as the Christmas seas 
on approaches we should keep this in 
mind and not be paying our Christ¬ 
mas debts in the New Year.

OUR CRIME CLASS 

The relation of immigration to 
crime in Canada is discussed in a re¬ 
cent report issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. The finding 
should prompt us to consider whether 
w e are paying too high a price for 
our immigrant population under pres¬ 
ent conditions of entry into this coun- 
try. 

Statistics covering the penitentiary 
population of Canada in 1921 show 
that the problem of law enforcement 
with respect to major crimes and of¬ 
fences was four times greater for the 
foreign bom than for the Canadian 
bom, and nearly three times greater 
among the foreign bom than among 
the British bom. The figures for 1921 
show that for every 100,000 of our 
corresponding population there were 
in the penitentiaries in that year 19 
Canadian bom, 27 British bom and 75 
foreign bom. 

An analysis by specified “nativity 
groups” show that the greatest per¬ 
centage ol our criminals come from 
Latin and Greek countries, the rate 
per 100,000 of corresponding popula¬ 
tion being 290. South Eastern and 
Central Europe followed with a rate 
of 185, then Slavic countries with 161. 
The United States followed with a 
rate of 159 law-breakers per 100,000 
of corresponding population; but this 
high rate is not attributed to the set¬ 
tler, but rather to the temporary vis¬ 
its to Canada of professional crimin¬ 
als from that country. The German¬ 
ic, the North Western European, and 
the Scandinavian countries had rates 
of 68, 69 and 42, respectively. 

By individual countries the five for 
eign countries which contributed the 
highest to our penitentiaries were: 
Italy, with 337 criminals per 100,000 
of our Italian-bom population; Aus¬ 
tria, with 273; Rumania, with 209; 
Poland, with 182, and Russia with.^44 


IMMIGRATION 


Apropos of the refusal of Canada to 
accommodate and welcome the bands 
of Russian Mennonites, the Country 
Guide comments on immigration. 

“Public opinion in Canada is 
changing, rapidly and profoundly, as 
to what the immigration policy of 
this country should be. A few years 
ago, the weight of public opinion was 
for more and still more people to de¬ 
velop our natural resources, and as¬ 
sume a share of the public debt. Or¬ 
ganized labor was never under any il 
lusions. Immigration of artisans 
meant more competition and they op¬ 
posed it effectively. Therefore the 
quest for people who would go on the 
land. 

“In the meantime agricultural 
change. Machinery has displaced hu¬ 
man labor at undreamed of speed. 
Production was increasing, without 
any great increase of people. 

“The present tendencies in West¬ 
ern Canada show .that natural in¬ 
crease, except for such as immigrate 
on their own financial responsibility 
are quite adequate. 

The farmers of the prairies now 
believe thatriot another dollar should 
be spent on the aggressive search for 
immigrants. 

“The majority are also opposed to 
the wholesale importation of those 
whse customs and beliefs preveht 
them from being absorbed into the 
general social structure of the com¬ 
munity. * 

“At present the duty of the Domin 
ion and Provincial Governments 
seems clear. Admit only those refu¬ 
gees with relatives already here who 
will assume full responsibility for 
their maintenance. 

"The humanitarian aspect of the 
problem should not be allowed to con 
fuse the issue. Thousands are being 
taken care of by public and private 
charity already in Canada.” 


NEW VIEW OF 1776 

In keeping with the diplomatic and 
peace making wave that is sweeping 
over the world, Professor Von Tyne 
leading American authority in his¬ 
tory, is re-interpreting the War of 
Independence in such a wi.y as to cost 
a much kindlier light on the whole 
episode. Even old George III, it is I 
considered, has heretofore been treat 1 
ed unjustly. 

While the Mayor of Chicago will 
have a fit over this new and authen- | 
tic treatment of the War Independ¬ 
ence, Professor’ Van Tyne’s work is 
regarded with respect by American 
teachers of history. And his dispas¬ 
sionate treatment of the friction be¬ 
tween Britain ajid the colonies will 
have many followers. 

A fpw years ago he produced evi¬ 
dence to show that the liberally mind 
ed English-speaking people were not 
banded against the demands of the 
American colonies but were in sym¬ 
pathy. There was sympathy on the 
part of such men as Burke, Pitt, Cam 
den and others. The common Brit¬ 
ishers held the war in abhorrence, the 
merchants dreaded a conflict. 

In his more recent work, he shows 
that George III and Lord North were 
living up to the responsibilities sup¬ 
posedly inherent to their office. They 
could not consent to a total severing 
of the ties with the Colonies in the 
light of the duties of rulers and 
statesmen of their time. 

Professor Van Tyneriays: “A calm 
investigation today of each charge 
against King George III leaves that 
worthy man with a much whiter rec¬ 
ord than his American subjects grant 
ed him. The King had duties to per¬ 
form and he acted naturally in the 
light of the past conduct of mankind” 

The war of 1776 is. shown in new 
perspective. 

NOT MENTALLY WEAK 

“Why do public speakers so often 
make the mistake of talking down to 
their audience?” was a question re¬ 
cently asked. This on consideration, 
is a pitfall into which many able 
speakers are apt to stumble. They 
underestimate the intelligence and 
carrying capacity of the average aud 
ience, and in their desire to furnish 
a light palatable dose of their real 
message, all too often leave their 
hearers disappointed. 

Nowadays, the so-called average 
audience is reasonably well informed. 
People can scarcely avoid it. They 
may not think as deeply as their fa¬ 
thers, but they are obliged to think 
more widely. 

When they attend a public meeting 
it is to learn something to gain infer 
mation on some definite subject. If 
the speaker makes an obvious effort 
to entertain them, and to spare them 
any heavy thinking they are disap¬ 
pointed. They are not especially keen 
on jokes, colloquiatisms and froth. 
These can be secured elsewhere. They 
crave meat. 

j So the public speaker of today need 
have no qualms about giving the best 
he has to his audience. As a rule it 
can be depended upon to follow him 
fairly closely. And the best compli¬ 
ment a speaker can pay his hearers 
is taAreat them as being possessed of 
adult mentality. 

MERGE HOLDINGS 

Lowery Petroleum and Royalite 
have merged 600 acres of Turner Val 
ley, to form Lowery Southern Oils 
Limited. The new company will be 
capitalized at 1,000,000 shares. The 
Imperial Oil Company, for Royalite, 
will receive 500,000 shares, in return 
for their 320 acres. Lowery Pete 
shareholders* will receive 250,000 
shares for their transfer of acreage. 
The balance has been underwritten at 
$500,000 and will be offered to the 
public.

MERLAND TESTS 

1 - 

That Merland No. 1 well is pouring 
out 14,000,000 cubic feet of gas daily, 
that the gas is wet, that the well is a 
commercial producer were three im¬ 
portant facts in connection with Tur¬ 
ner Valley’s latest well, Thursday 
last. F. D. Lundy, managing director 
made that announcement after his re¬ 
turn from the valley‘with J. H. Mc¬ 
Leod, vice-president of the Royalite 
Company, and other officials of that 
organization. At the request of Mr. 
Lundy, yie Royalite Oil Company of¬ 
ficers consented to inspect the well 
w.ith a view to determining its poten¬ 
tialities. A measurement of the gas 
flow was made and an absorption test 
also, with the very satisfactory re¬ 
sults mentioned in the foregoing sen¬ 
tences. The discoveries .were the 
more pleasing in that the well show¬ 
ed a definite increase in the volume 
of gas as compared with Wednesday 
when the measured flow-.was 12,500,- 
boo cubic feet. The gas was found to 
be “sweet” that is free from sulphur. 

' Further, Mr. McLeod informed the 
managing director of the Merland 
Company that the well was in splen¬ 
did condition. Mr. Lundy confirms 
that it is cased down to the Dalhousie 
sands whence the flow of gas is com¬ 
ing and is cemented firmly. The di¬ 
ameter of the casing into the produc¬ 
ing formation is 834 inches. 

“No official statement can be made’ 
said Mr. Lundy, “as to whether the 
well is blowing crude oil or naphtha 
with the gas. That will remain to be 
determined when the seperators are 
hooked up. There are three of these 
separators now on the ground and it 
is expected they will bq in position 
and connected shortly. \ 

If Turner Valley produces t3T,&86j 
barrels of naphtha and crude oil dur¬ 
ing December, the total production 
for 1929 will have reached 1,000,000 
barrels, eclipsing the production for 
any previous year in the history of' 
the famous oil field. 

SHOW HIM THE DOOR 

A subscriber’s enquiry as to the 
value of certain oil stocks, on which 
a salesman promises fifteen per cent, 
per annum, indicates that the vul¬ 
tures are again at their wretched 
trade and that the lesson of the re¬ 
cent cataclysm on the stock exchan¬ 
ges has not yet been -learned. 

The fact cannot be too strongly 
stressed that no reputable concern 
offering stock for sale makes any 
definite promises as to profits. Not 
all oil stocks are of the wildcat var¬ 
iety but the majority offered for sale 
in the rural districts are, and should 
be avoided like a plague. The sales¬ 
man who offers stock for sale with a 
promise of fifteen per cent, interest 
on the investment should be uncere¬ 
moniously shown the door.—Farmers 
Sun.

NO CRIME IN PEI 


Splendid Advice Offered by one who Even Divorce is Unknown and Thugs 
Knows Whereof he Speaks Steer Clear of That Province j

Our friend Joe Price, rugby coach, 
in addressing his youthful gridiron 
team, at a ‘ banquet the other day, 
drew an analogy between the game of 
football and the game of life.

The'instinct, to revert 
to savagery in sport as well as in life 
is natural. The ability to control 
one’s self despite this primitive urge 
for revenge and the ability to go 
ahead, play the game and win by fair 
means, is the test of true greatness, 
both in the game of rugby and the 
game of life.’’ 

A -IQPSY TURVEY WORDS 

Words used with a certain meaning 
in modern times, have in .many cases 
started life with an entirely different 
significance. 

“Crafty” and “artful’’ are two ex¬ 
amples of words which have somer¬ 
saulted. Nowadays^, if a man had 
these words applied to him, he would 
Ihl annoyed, yet little more than a 
century ago, he would Have felt high¬ 
ly honored, as these same terms- 
would have meant that he was skilful 
at some particular craft. 

Another word which has degener¬ 
ated strangely in significance is "Idi¬ 
ot.” To begin with, an idiot was mere 
ly a private person, as distinguished 
from one holding office. Later the 
word came to mean one who didn’t 
hold office, because he was not con¬ 
sidered fit. 

“■Heathen” was originally one who 
lived on a heath. The early Christians 
lived mostly in walWd towns, and the 
wild dwellers on the moorland heaths 
•were the last to abandon their old 
gods. ‘So the term heathen. 

“Parson” and “person” are origin¬ 
ally the same word. In England, the 
letter “e” was formerly pronounced 
as “a”. The village clergyman was 
the most socially prominent individ¬ 
ual and became known as “the per-

Almost 
non existent. There are no highway¬ 
men, no thugs and bandits. Total 
regular police force of the Island, num 
bers 13 men. There is no peniten¬ 
tiary. -There has not been an execu¬ 
tion in forty years. (Did you make 
a remark old timer? Well, be that as 
it may, they've been all right since 
they came here haven’t they?). 

The Island has more railroads per 
square milf, more post offices ( more 
telegraph lines and , more churches 
and its people have more money in 
the^savings bank, per capita than 
those of any other Canadian province 
Progressive, prosperous and up-to- 
date, enjoying the newest comforts of 
modern life and luxuries, the 88,000 
folks of this island go nightly to 
their beds, untroubled by those dark 
problems which are keeping our own 
police sociologists and preachers 
awake.” 

In sketching its history of industry 
and upright living, the writer intro¬ 
duces many names of Dominion lead¬ 
ers who have been born on the Island 
Throughout the story are woven the 
family names of many of our own 
High River citizens. For that reason 
and as a little bit of Canadian con¬ 
temporary history it is well worth 
anyone’s while to read the article.

Blind 
beggars, with their ears tuned to the sweetest melody in all the 
world—the dropping of nickels and dimes into their tin Cups— 
listen throughout the Christmastidc to a symphony of ailver coin. 
Apartment house dwellers, with a world all its own abiding under 
one roof, wax friendly at a glimpse of the tinsel-hung tree across the 
corridor. At the Yuletide thete is no need of an introduction and

W The Christmas dinner of 

thbse days of old was a banquet indeed—a perfect revel of feasting, 
accompanied by a ceremonial worthy of such a high occasion. 

Watch the imposing entry of the boar’s head, heralded by a 
flourish of trumpets, borne aloft on a. dish of gold or silver by the 
server, who, as he enters the banqueting-hall with his escort of' 
nobles, knights, and fair ladies, sings his ‘Capnt apri defero, Reddens 
laudes Domino.’ / 

In the wake of this lordly dish, decked with ‘‘sweet rosemary 
and bays,” follows the peacock, "food for lovers and meat for lords,” 
with gilt beak and gay-colored plumage. To the strains of music it 
is borne into the hall by the fairest lady-guest, with her retinue of 
ladies almost as fair as herself. 

And these are but the heralds of the feast, which includes geese 
and pheasants, capons and pies of carps' tongues, hams and sirloins, 
and so on, through the loTig and succulent list of Christmas fare, to 
furmety, plum-porridge and mince-pies of gargantuan proportions, 
until the table literally groans under its wealth of seasonable fare. 
As for tjie drinks, they range from mead and ale, “so old that it is 
almost sweet and treacly,” to the bowls of wassail, with cherries 
and crabapples bobbing gaily on their steaming surface. 

For many a century the boar’s head was the piece de resistance 
of the Briton's Christmas dinner, and it was fitting that such a noble 
and historic dish should make its appearance with due ceremonial. 
“Sweet rosemary and bays around it spread; 

His foaming tuskswifih some large pippin graced, 

Or midst those thundering spears an orange placed, 

Sauce like himself, offensive to its foes, 

The roguish mustard, dangerous to the nose.” 

For centuries, too, the peacock s' a 

ranked in dignity and favor next to 
the boar’s head. To prepare it for 
this high festival was an elaborate 
process calling for much skill. "The 
skin,” we are told, "was first care- 
fully stripped off, with the plumage 
adhering; the bird was then roasted. 

When cooked and partially cold it 
was sewed up again in its feathers, 
its beak was gilt and so sent to table] 

Sometimes the whole body was covered with gold leaf, and a 
piece of cotton,saturated with spirits, placed in the beak and lighted 
before the carver commenced operations. It was stuffed with spices 
and sweet herbs, basted with yolk of egg, and served with plenty of 
gravy. It was over this splendid dish that the knight of old swore to 
undertake any perilous enterprise that came in his way, and to 
succour lovrdy woman in distress even at the cost of his life. 

Another indispensable dish of these old-time feasts was fru¬ 
menty or furmenty, a concoction of “wheat, clean fresh broth, and 
sweet milk of almonds,” and served with fat venison or fresh mut- " 
ton. Plum-porridge, the progenitor of the succulent plum-pudding 
of our day, which was always served with the first course of a Christ¬ 
mas dinner, was made by "boiling beef or mutton with broth, thick¬ 
ened with brown bread. When half boiled, raisins, currants, prunes, 
cloves, mace and ginger were added; and when the mess had been 
thoroughly boiled it was sent to table with the best meats.” 

Such was the Christmas dinner ip castle and hall in the "good 
old days' 1 of Me trie England. And while lord and squjpe were thus 
feasting the poor man's heart was made glad in the kitchen. “I 
allow,” says Sir Roger de Coverley, “a double quantity of malt to 
my small beer, and set it running for twelve days to everyone that 
calls for it. I have always a piece of cold beef and a mince-pie upon 
the table; and am wonderfully pleased to see my tenants pass away 
a whole eveningjn playing their innocent tricks and smutting one 
another.” And with such seductive lure to the hall, you may be 
sure that the villagers at the park-gates were not the folk to allow 
snow-drifts to bar their way to the nut-brown ale, the joints of cold 
beef, and the fun and frolic that were their accompaniment. 

The straight-laced Puritans of Cromwell’s time frowned on such 
feasting and merry-making as a profanation of a holy season. And, 
curiously enough, the chief objects of their detestation were the 
plum-porridge.and mince-pies. As a rhymester puts it:— 

The high-shoe lords of Cromwell's making y 

Were not for dainties—roasting, baking; * , 

The chiefest bowl they found most good in 
Was rusty bacon and bag pudding; 

Plum broth was Popish, and mince-pie— 

O that was flat idolatry! 

Happily mince-pies and plum-porridge (in its successor, plum¬ 
pudding) survived this stem disapproval and are ours to feast on 
to-day. But the boai's head and the peacock have practically van¬ 
ished from our Christmas board. 

But Yuletide feasting of the past was not all of this magnificent 
and orthodox character. For example, a Christmas banquet in 
Charles I.’s time included such novel fare as a "soup of snails, a dish 
of green fish buttered with eggs, a rabbit stuffed with oysters, and 
a splnnage tart”—all doubtless excellent fare, especially when ac¬ 
companied by ale, surfeit-water, Canary, sack and Gascony wines. 

More appealing to our modern tastes would have been the 
dinner to which Pepys sat down on Christmas Day, 1658, which 
consisted of “A dish of marrow-bones, a leg of mutton and a loiji of 
veal, three pullets and a dozen larks, all in a great dish. Also a 
' great tart, a neat’s tongue, a dish of anchovies and prawns, and 
cheese." 

And what hungry Briton of to-day would not hail a Christmas 
pie like that provided for his guests in 1770 by a Sir Henry Grey. 
i”It was,” we read, "nine feet in circumference, weighed 165 pounds, 
and contained among other ingredients four geese, two turkeys, 
two rabbits, four wild-duck, two snipe, seven blackbirds, and half 
a dozen pigeons.” This leviathan pie, we are told, “was brought 
round at table on a four-wheeled specially constructed truck.”
